Up to midnight no additional sirikes
had heen reported,

A meeting of the St. Petersburg rail-
wiy men was still in session at a late
hour tonight and had not reached a de-
eision,

The demands of the men are purely
political and are expected to last only
long enough to make a demonstration,
The Socialist leaders elaim it is a cur-
tain raiser to a thorough and complete
tie up of all the Russian railroad sys-
tems in January as an object lesson
to the Government and Douma and that
it will be ealled off ax soon as it is
soen that the strike machinery is work-
ing perfectly,

The Government is prepared in case
the strike affects the Nicolai or Berlin-
Vienna roads to order the mohilization
of the railroad battalions of the army
to keep up communication abroad.
